a. Production in the Oeapel Automobile Factory began in 1949 « '.to 

plant was reorganized in 1951 along the system employed in the Soviet Fob ft da 
Works. It was handicapped by the irregular delivery of autoboblla parts 
manufactured in other enterprises. 

b. To solve the problem, of irregular deliveries, Mrs. Blri denounced the 
Gry0r Railroad Car Factory in 1952, accusing it of delays in deliveries. 

At the same time she proposed that the "Auto II” plant at GyGr which was 
engaged in manufacturing parts for the D 350 truck should, be transferred 
with its personnel, to Csepel. As a result of this transfer production 
increased considerably. 

c. '" Official production figures are, however, exaggerated. Up to the end of 1952, 

the Csepel Automobile Factory produced only a total of 3,86 0 trucks instead 
of the 10,000 officially announced. 


d. The motor manufacturing plant is the most important component of the factory. 
Besides the motors of the D 350 trucks it also produces 4 and 6 -cylinder engines 
for the DT 413 tractors whose bodies are beipg made in the Red Star (V0r0B
